The 
principle in determining all the regu 
lations was the princtple of autonomy 
for the overseas Dominions.

I also 
received one from Gracie and one 
from Howard. Say I do hope Howard 
is home for Christmas. I would give 
all I-possess in the world to be there) 
myself, but you know about how im- 
possible it is for me to be with you. 
However, I hope you enjoy the day as 
well without me, and rememtber there 
will be another Christmas in 365 
days from now. | 

Now listen here, dear, I have been 
told that you are worrying about 
this and that and even me. Well, I; 
know you wouldn't be satisfied if} 
you couldn't bé doing something, but 
whatever you do don’t start that. I 
have been away from home for 4 
long time now, and nothing very ser- 
jous has happened me yet and take 
my word for once that all is going to 
continue well with Ernie in France. 
You now haye Howard on his way 
oyer-too, but he is no fool elther, and 
will take no unnecessary chances. I 
¢o hope to be able to get him in with 
me‘{f he ever comes to France.

WHAT THEY RECEIVE FROM REL 

CROSS. 

It is pointed out that every Cana 
dian military and eiyilian prisoner o! 
war now receives through the Can 
adian Red Cross Soelety at London 
irrespective entirely of all parcels sent’ 
from Canada, the following supplies: 

First, & capture parcel; then 7 shil 
lings’ worth of food, and supplies for 
one week, and 12 shillings’ worth the 
following week, and #0 on, allornate 
ly, cach week. In addition, 6 pounds 
of bread each week is sent from Hol 
land or elsewhere. The authorities are 
satisfied that 90 per cent; of such par 
cels ate recelvedsby the prisoners. The

I have 
just come out of hospital. I was in 
six weeks with dysentry, which is a 
very common thing out liere. and 
which kills more men than the Gor- 
mans do. Tt took me [lve days to get 
to the base hospital from German 
Bast. I was only out about two days 
whon I was given a car and told to re- 
, port to an officer at a place about 
130 miles from the base. When I got 
out about 60 miles the car broke 
down, and it was dark also. I had 
taken the wroug road and found my- 
self in an old river bed. I had to 
spend the night there. I had a rifle, 
bul no ammunition, as I had to give 
it up when I went into hospital. There 
were two lions Yroaring all night 
about a thousand yards from me, and 
I did uot get a wink of sleep that 
night. I was never so thankful to see 
daylight in my life. Talk about the 
trenches, you do have company there 
anyway, but I had nobody within 60 
miles of me, only wild animals. 1 
got things fixed up next morning and 
pushed on and passed an oxen con- 
voy. One of the men gave me ten 
rounds of ammunition. I arrived at 
the place that day and found a desert- 
ed camp. The road had been closed 
about three weeks, and there were 
no military using the road at all. 1 
only had two days’ rations when T 
left, and it was gone, so IT was up 
aguinst it. I shot a small buck and 
boljed it, aud pushed on the road to 


enough to catch the oxen convoy, 
who were Dutch settlers, and I was 
nourly out of gasoline, so I hookea 
my car onto one of thelr waggons 
and stayed with them for two days.

BRITISH CRUISER GOES DOWN

STRUCK MINE OFF [AIS ous 


London, Jan, 28—The British 
auxiliary crujser Laurentic, of 14,- 
$92 tons gross, has been sunk by a 
submarine, or as a result of striking 
f mine, according to an official atate- 
ment {ssued tonight by the British 
ndmiralty. Twelve: officers and 100 
mon were saved. 

The Laurentic, before entering the 
British naval service, Was in the ser- 
Vice of the Ocean Steam Navigation 
Co. of Liverpool. She was 550 feet 
long and was launched at Belfast in 
1908. 

The admiralty statement adds that 
the vessel went down off the Irish 
const Jast Thursday. 

The commander of the Laurentic, 
Captain Reginald Norton, is among 
the survivors. He was «appointed 
about six months ago to the command 
of the steamer, which was commis- 
sioned for patrol service In November, 
1914,

Mr. Hoover, he said, had just com- 
pleted the organization of a special 
System of relief for the children of 
Belgium, who were suffering terribly 
from priyations. So great is the food 
shortage, despite all the efforts of

Convinced that at least one in every 
ten children in Belgium would die 
from sheer want. Mr. Hoover had 
found that it did not meet the case 
to distribute food to families, as, of- 
tentimes, some children were fayor- 
od at the expense of others.

THE INDIANS’ HARVEST 

One of the great antumn indus- 
tries of the Indians at Rico Lake, 
and one that is peculiar to that part 
of Canada alone, is the gathering of 
the crop of wild rice. This year the 
wild rice crop was poor, and the Red- 
man’s annual harvest, as woll as that 
of many of his pale-faced brothers, 
fell short. In late summer, when the 
golden harvest of wheat and other 
grains, begins to ripen in the fields, 
that border this pretty inland lake, 
a wavy mass of green stuff appears 
upon the surface of the lake itself. 
This is the wild rice from which the 
lake takes iis name, and which, by: 
Act of Government, is the Indians’ 
own peculiar property. {hese rice 
beds are to ‘be found everywhere 
about the lake. Old warriors tell that 
years igo the rice stalks grew to 
eight*or ten fest above the water, 
and in order to gather the rice the 
Tndinus had to stand at full length 
in their boats and to reach for the 
rich harvest so providentially pro-

The Committee on Roads and 
Bridges then went into session with 


Reeve Ferguson in the chair on 
Thursday, 
County Clerk McNeillia explained 


tho difficulty experianced With On- 
tarfo County in the paying for ropairs 
on the Nonquong Bridge, Tho bridge 
had been built without employing an 
engineer, This nacesaitated that a cer- 
tificate should be obtained from the 
Roads, and Bridge Departmont as to 
its safety. in order to obtain Ontario 
County's sharo of the money. A cer- 
tificata had been obtained in regard 
to the suporstructure. The abutments 
wore built jointly by the twor coun- 
ties’ represontatiyes at thelr own 
risk. Now Ontario asked that a gov- 
ernmont certificate be obtained in 
regard to the abutments also bofore 
thoy would pay over tho money. 

This stand was & most unreason- 
able one, and the contractors had not 
been paid anything on account. Vic- 
toria County should pay its half! of 
the cost and let Ontarlo Gounty do 
aa they liked. It wos plain to be seoit | 
that an ongineer ‘should have heen) 
employed from the first. 2 

Reeve Robertson, who was con- 
nected with the committer, explained 
how the disagreement came about. 
Ontario County was not treating Vie- 
toria County fairly. } 

Victoria County had paid the cost 
of tho abutments, and so far had had 
no money from the other county. He 
recommended that the Bridge Co. be 
paid Victoria County's share and let 
them take aetidn’ “against “Ontario 
Gounty for their share of the cost. 
Victoria County should also take ac- 
tfon to recover half the cost. of tlie 
abutments: 4 

The council decided to act on this 
advice. This joint bridge building 
with Ontario County had heen one of 
the most unpleasant experiences the 
council had ever had, said one mem- 
ber. 

An account of part of the mainten- 
ance of Pigeon Creek Floating Bridge 
and Bolsters Bridge was sent by Pe- 
torboro County, and was paid. 

Reeve Wilson said Peterboro Coun- 
ty had mads a good job of Bolsters 
Bridge. The Floating Bridge was not 
as satisfactory, and there was agita- 
tion to haye a new one built. It was 
all right, howeyer, for light loads, 
but heavy loads would sink it. A 
change in the site of the bridge would 
hardly be satisfactory. The bridge 
was still good for some years. Reeve 
Wilson recommended keeping the 
bridge in good repair and to have a 
new one bullt as soon as government 
assistance could be obtained. 

Other accounts were read for sup-| 
plies for Boate’s Bridge, fourth quar- 
ter line bridge, Emily, Mill Pond 
Bridge at Coboconk, etc. 

Reeve McLean contended that tha 
chairman of the committee, Reeve 
Ferguson, and Warden Tiors shonld 
be sent to the Ontario Good Roads 
Association convention in Toronto. 
The council decided to do so, 

Reeve Jenkins spoke on hehalf of 
repairs to the Fourth Quarter Line 
Bridge in Mariposa. He told how 
many machines and threshing engin- 
66 could not pass over it, It was a 
county bridge. One hundred feet of 
it should be. filled this season and 
the balance repaired. It was too old 
for temporary repairs to be success- 
ful. 

Reeve Ferguson supported Reeve

PROMINENT PORT 


PERRY MAN PASSES 


(From Friday's Daily.) 


After an illness of a few days, Mr. 
Joseph Bigelow, died at his home in 
Port ‘Perry on Sunday, January 28, 
1917, in his 89th year. © 3 

Mr. Bigelow was a twin son of Hi- 
ram and Mary (Armstrong) Bigelow, 
was born in Tecumseh, Ontario, No- 
yember, 1828, and was taught to take 
an aetive part in his father’s store, 
and accordingly acquired an excel- 
lent @ducation. In 1850 in company 
with bis brother Joel, they opened 
a general store in Port Perry, Ontario 
and four years later he bought out 
his brother's business. In 1852 he 
was appointed postmaster, which po- 
sition he held for seventeen years. In 
addition to his store, he acquired a 
sawmill, a planing mill, a stave fac- 
tory, carding mill and tannery, which 
he carried on for many years. He re- 
tired from active business in 1887. 

From 1862 to 1868 he was man- 
ages of the Port Perry branch of 
the Royal Canadian Bank, and was 
the first President of the Port Whit- 
by and Port.Perry Railway. He dis 
elected Reee of Port Perry 
1872, 1873, 1874 and 1879. In Ue 
he was appointed Justice of the 
Peace, a position he held for a num- 
ber of years. In 1881 he was candi- 
date for tho Legislative Assombly of 
the Province of Ontario, only failing 
of election by three otes, Ho ma.- 
ried May 4, 1854, Plizabeth Paxton,

of 1914.

Barracks Hospital, which is a fairly 
nice place, situated on the embank- 
ment of the Unglish Channel. On a 
bright day’ we can see the coast of 
France yery plainly from here. .The 
weather has been very nice since T 
cume, but usally it is very foggy and 
rains a great part of the time.

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GEAMANY HAS DIVING FLEET = 


CRUISERS OF LARGE SIZ 


New York, Feb. 3.—The Tribune 
this morning publishes the following 
article by Louis D. Bdwards on “The 
Diving Battle Fleet.” 

Germany plays her trumps. Three 
hundred or more submersibles haye 
plunged into the waters of the North 
Sea to make the final effort against 
Great Britain. They mobilized from 
Kiel, Hamburg, Wilhelmshaven, Bre- 
merhaven, where for many months 
picked crews have trained with anx- 
fous thoroughness. They form the 
world’s first diving fleet. 

Most numerous among the super- 
submarines in the new line of patrol 
established February 1 are the Tauch- 
kreuzer of 2.400 tons. These ships 
méasure 260 feet in length, twenty- 
five feet in breadth, and nineteen feet 
in depth. The motors develop 7,000 
horse power, and drive the boats over 
the surface at a speed of twenty-two 
knots an hour. The smaller cruisers 
carry a crew of from sixty to eighty 
men. They are equipped with torpedg 
tubes, gus of small ad middle cali- 
bre, wireless telephone and telegraph, 
with intricate devices for the trans- 
mission and receiving of unmistak- 


joying a radius of action of from 18,- 
000 to 24,000 miles for surface cruis- 
ing. They fight from ten to twenty- 
two guns. They are fitted with 30 
torpedo tubes, and carry three tor~ 
pedoes for each tube. Moreover these 
boats have the high submerged speed 
of 17 knots an hour.

NELE SAM DEMANDS, RELEASE 
OF DETAINED AMERICAN SEAMEN 


Washington, Féb. 13—An Inquiry 
concerning the detention by Germany 
of the 72 American seamen brought 
in by the prize ship Yarrowdale was 
despatched to Berlin to-day by the 
United States, preliminary to more 
vigorous action if the men are not 
promptly released. 

The plight of these sailors occupied 
much of the time at to-day’s cabinet 
meeting given, over to the crisis grow: 
ing out of Germany's submarine war 
fare. It was agreed that their liberty 
again should- be demanded in most 
emphatic fashion, Pending complete 
reports as to the treatment of German 
crews on warbound ships in the 
Phillippines, Hawaii and elsewhere, 
however, the government will content 
itself with the inguiry as to why the 
Americans are held and undér what 
conditions. 

The cabinet discussed every phase 
of the international situation. The 
question of providing nayal guns for 
American shipowners desiring to arm 
their vessels for defence was consid- 
ered, but it was Stated officially after- 
wards that no decision was reached, 
It is understood that there was a di- 
vision of opinion with most of the 
cabinet Officers strongly favoring fur- 
nishing the guns, both on the ground 
that permitting American ships to re- 
main idle in port suggests acquiescence 
in Germany’s course and because the 
congestion of ocean-bound freight in 
the country’s ports is assuming seri- 
ous proportions. Two or three mem- 
bers are said to have contended that 
the policy should be unwise. The pre- 
sident will decide the question: 

News that an official statement had 
been issued at Berlin announcing that 
yesterday was the last “day of grace” 
allowed neutral shipping before the 
unrestricted submarine warfare went 
into full effect, did not appreciably 
increase tension here. There has been 
full realization ever since the sink- 
ing of the Auchor Line California that 
the German campaign is being carried 
on in defiance of the U.S., and that 
providence only is to be thanked that 
the overt act against American life 
that will precipitate war has not been 
committed. 

AUSTRIA IS NEXT. 

There were strong indications during 
the day that the severance of relations 
with Germany would be extended to 
the other central powers. Austria's ad- 
herence to Germany's position is re- 
garded as practically certain to force 
a break with that country. Ambass- 
ador Elkus at Constantinople was in- 
structed to-day to ascertain whether 
submarines operating under the Turk- 
{sh flag were under the same Instruc- 
tions as those of Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

Serious difficulties with Turkey al- 
ready exist over interference with 
Armenian and Syrian relief and the de- 
tention of more than 1000 American 
refugees. 

It deyelops that no message has been 
received at the state department since 
the break with Germany from either 
Ambassador Blkus in Constantinople 
or from Consul: -General Murphy in 
Sofla, who cared for American inter- 
ents throughout - Bulgaria. All cables to 


ee a SE ee 
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and from both points must go through 
Vienna, but officials have no indication 
as to whether they are held up there 
or by the local Bulgarian and Turkish 
authorities, 

Meanwhile the naval collier Caesar, 
loaded with food and clothing contri 
buted by Americans for the sufferers 
in Syria, and the cruiser Des Moines 
loaded with medical supplies, are ly- 
ing at anchor in Alexandria harbor 
unable to continue their voyage to 
Beirut beeause of the uncertainty as 
to what greeting they wonld meot 
They are long overdue at Beirut, 
where they were not only to unload 
their supplies for the destitute Syrians, 
but also to take on board the detained 
Americans. 

Germany's redetention of Yarrow- 
dale prisoners, who had’ been ordered 
released upon the demands of the 
United States just before the break in 
relations, has aroused keen indigna- 
tion, the incident almost overshadow- 
ing temporarily other issues of the 
graye situation, 


DISTURBED OVER GUBS. 


The American Government is much 
distrubed over the revolutionary out- 
break in Cuba, but while it stdnds| 
ready to take any steps which may | 
become necessary to protect its inter- 
est there, no apparent preparations 
have been made so far for active inter 
vention of any sort, 

The surprise with which officials 
received the first reports of an out- 
break in Guba is giving place to 
Speculation as to what unreyealed in- 
fluences may be behind the reyolu- 
tion. In some diplomatic quarters 
there is a feeling that some strong 
foreign pressure has been felt in the 
island republic, and that Germany, 
because of her break with the United 
States, would be most likely to figure 
in such a moye, If officials have any 
evidence that there is truth in these 
suspicions, however, they have not re 
vealed it.

The country, Baron Beresford con~ 
tinued, had beon informed in August, 
1916, that the submarine menace was 
well in hand. As far as he could ga- 
ther, it was nearer coming to’ be well 
In hand today, owing to the new! ideas 
brought to the Admiralty by men 
fresh from the sea, who had had 
experience in this novel form of war- 
fare and its mysteries.

His Honor Judge Swayze has just 
given his decision in an important 
and interesting action which came on 
for trial before him on January 24th 
in which Robert W. Carew by his 
next friend Samuel R. Carew sought 
to restrain Joseph Phillips, a lumber- 
man of Burnt River, from cutting 
and removing trees and timber from 
lot number ten in the ninth conces= 
sion of the Township of Somerville, 
and claimed damages for the timber 
already cut and removed. 

This lot was formerly owned by 
tho R, G. Smith estate. The executor 
of this estate by agreement dated 
November 28th, 1913, sold the timber 
on the lot to one Frank N. Ruther- 
ford, giving him until May 1, 1917 to 
remove the same. The agreement con- 
tained a stipulation that Rutherford 
should not sell his rights without the 
consent of the executor. Rutherford 
did not register his timber agreoment 
and on December 12th, 1918, ho as- 
Signed his interest to the said timbor 
to the defendant Joseph Phillips. The 
defendant did not register oither 
agreemont. He paid $900.00 for the 
timber on this lot and another lot, 
In November 1915 the defendant 
started to cut timber on this lot and 
cut for about three weeks. Samuel 
R. Carew owned an adjoining lot and 
in October 1916 the defendant spoke 
to him about the line between the 
two lots and told Mr. Carew he want- 
ed to go on and cut timbor as ho had 
bought tho timber on this Smith lot. 
The plaintiff Robert W. Carew, a 
son of Samuel R. Carew, opened nego- 
tlations with the Smith estate with 
a view to purchasing the aboye men- 
tioned lot and in his first letter stat- 
od that he would like to got the lot 
for a ranch. The Smith estate had 
placed a valuation of $ 200 on the lot 
after the timber was removed but 
in the negotiations with Mr. Carew 
they were assuming that the timber

had been removed and finally on 
December @ist, 1915, gave a deed to 
Robert W. Carew without reserving 
the timber. Robert W. Carew regla- 
tered his deed in January, 1916, and 
notified Mr. Phillips not to cut any 
timber, as ho had bought tho lot, Mr. 
Phillips having paid his good money 
for the timber, and there being at 
Jeast $500 worth of timber still on 
the Jot, commenced removing the 
timber whieh he had already cut, 
when the plaintiff obtalned an injune- 
tion to restrain him from cutting or 
removing any moro-timber from this 
lot. Tho plaintif! claimed the benoftt 
of the Rogistry Act and maintained 
that as he had registered his deod 
and had no notice of the defendant's 
rights to the timber hoe obtained a 
tlear title to the lot Inclunding the 
timber. The defendant contended that 
the plaintifyY had actual notice either 
by himself or by his father, an agent 
Robert W. Carew, that the defend- 
ant had bought the timber and that 
under the circumstances tho plain- 
tiff could not avail himself of the 
Registry Act by prior registration of 
his’ deed. 

Several witnesses were called by 
each party to this action and the trial 
jasted for two full days. The evidence

London, Reb. 8.—F. W. Hirst, who 


for many years was edit » of the 
Weonomist, and is recogniy ak One 
of the foremost authoritie) 1 finan- 
cial matters in HEngland, has come 


out as a strong advocate of peace if 
peace is possible at the presont time, 
In © letter written to the Manchoster 
Guardian Mr. Hirst declares that 
the Bntente Allies should consider at 
once the offer made by the Germans!

“ONE LIVES WeRE LOSI 


WHEN LIVER GALFORNA SUN 


London, Feb! 9—The news of the 
sinking of the Cajifornia reached Lon- 
,don yesterday afternoon, before the 
survivors had yet arrived on any 
land, but publication was not permitt 
ed till more than twenty-four hours 
later. 

The California was an armed liner, 
carrying a single 4.7 gun mounted on 
the stern. The gunner was just train- 
ing the weapon on the spot where 
oil bubbles had revealed the presence 
of the underwater enemy when a 
torpedo struck the port side with an 
explosion so violent that most of the 
people aboard were thrown off their 
feet, five being killed and a score in- 
jured. 

The submarine fired a second tor- 
pedo, in apparent effort to accelerate 
the sinking, but the second shot miss- 
ed, although both torpedoes were 
fired from a distance of less than 800 
yards. 

Captain Henderson, commander of 
the California, declares that the: con- 
duct of the passengers and crew was 
exemplary. There had been careful 
drills on the snip on the way across, 
and eyery person aboard had been 
assigned a place in a lifeboat and pro- 
yided with a lifebelt. But, despite the 
coolness of the passengers and the 
seamanship of the crew, the success- 
ful launching of the boats was made 
impossible by the shortness of the 
time between the torpedoing of the 
vessel and her disappearance beneath, 
the waves, which did not permit wait- 
ing until the ship had lost headway. 

ONE BOAT SWAMPED. 

While the boats were being lowered | 
from the sloping decks the California 
continued to move forward, lurching 
like a drunken man, and the roar of 
the water rushing through the gap- 
ing woltind in her side could be heard 
above the shouts of officers and men. | 
In a number of cases it was necessary 
for the passengers to jump into the 
poats after they were in the water, 
and in one case a boat with its ap- 
portioned load was swamped and 
sank, many of the occupants being 
swept under the ship before the other 
boats could give help. 

Some of the lifeboats in the after 
part of the ship were actually In the 
water when released from the dayits, 
so rapidly did the ship settle by the 
stern. A considerable number of the 
crew jumped from their stations into 
the sea and swam to the boats, It 
was extremely fortunate that the wea- 
ther was calm and the sea glassy; 
otherwise it would probably have been 
impossible to launch a single boat. 

LUSITANIA RECALLED, 

A despatch to The Daily Chronicle 
from (name of port omitted) says: 

“Not since the terrible disaster to 
the Lusitania were such scenes en- 
acted as were witnessed to-night, 
when the survivors, passengers and

LIFTED PROM WATER, 

Alfred Knox, a cabin passenger on 
the California, said that for an in- 
stant the vessel seemed to be vir- 
tually lifted out of the water, but 
that she soon began to settle by the 
stern. 

A particularly sad case was that of 
Mrs. Little, who, with four children, 
was travelling to Scotland. She and 
one of the children were lost. The 
ether children were taken in charge 
by the Red Cross.

‘The final picture of the war to ma 


vek. It was piteh dark. We had aban- 
doned onr automobile, whieh had fadl- 
ed to negotiate the mud, and were 
groping our way along by the feeble 
light of electric flash lamps. 

Once we came upon a confusion 
in the night. We heard shouting and 
the crack of whips. We threw on our 
flash lamps and saw that a German 
commissary wagon was trying to get 
into the captured fort. It has stuck 
in‘the mud and the horses could not 
move it on inch. Ropes had been 
rigged to the wheel hubs and a com- 
pany of landstrium men were tugging 
at the ropes trying to move ft. 

We went on through the mud. Pre- 
sently we caught a glimpse of some- 
thing white in the darkness, Our 
lamps showell a young peasant wo- 
man with a baby in her arms wan- 
(ering Alone through the night. Both 
she and the baby were crying. We 
asked her Where she was going. She 
only siook her head, She did not 
know.

New York, Feb. 7,—The British 
passenger linér California, one of the 
crack ships of the Anchor Line fleet, 
has been sunk off the coast of Ire- 
land, with a probable Jess of life. 
Messages to the State Department in 
Washington and to the officials of 
tho line at New York today told of 
the catastrophe, but did not say whe- 
ther she was torpedoed or struck 0 
mine. The liner carried thirty-one 
passengers and a crew of 184, one 
of whom, so far as is Known, was an 
American. Advices to the local offices 
anid thore were 160 survivors; those 
to the State Department from Consui 
Frost at Queenstown, that one life 
was lost, and that there were “thirty 
hospital cases.”

WERE ARRESTED 


SEGRET SERVICE MEN'S PERSISTENCE 


New York, Feb. 19.—Agents of the 
department of justice arrested here 
to-night, two men charged with violat- 
ing the federal law by carrying on a 
military enterprise against 2 foreign 
country, They are accused of con- 
spiring to obtain military information 
in England to be sent to this country 
and then forwarded to Germany. 

The men gave their names as Albert 
A, Sander and Charles W. Wunnen- 
berg. The complaint against them 
was signed by Judge Leonard Hand of 
the U.S. District Court. It charged 
them with consjfiring’ to employ 
agents to obtain maps, photographs 
and other military information in Eng: 
land and Ireland! for the benefit of 
Germany. 

IN INVISIBLE INK. 

The charges were prepared by John

They are the children of the late Dr.

The children were taken to 
the Shelter at Haileybury until re- 
latives claimed them, Mr. Robt. Le- 
Hup, secretary of that institution, 
furnished us with some interesting 
facts concerning the narrow escape 
these children had from losing their 
lives in the conflagration which 
claimed their father as one of its vic- 
tims, i 

‘Tris Reid, the eldest girl, is a real 
heroine, we are told by Mr. LeHup, 
and it was solely due to her presence 
of mind that her brothers and sisters 
wore saved, Her father had left them 
in a certain place on the. village 
street and told them not to move un- 
til he came back for them. Dr. Reid 
then returned to his home to see if 
something could be done to save it. In 
these terrible bush fires, however, the 
air seems to: burn as well as the wood, 
and a sheet of flame simply curled 
down over the little hamlet and 
blotted it out. A few minutes after 
the father had left them, Iris saw 
that the freight train which was 
‘waiting to plek up the last of the 
villagers was starting to pull ont, 
She left her post with her little 
brood, put them aboard the train and 
clambered after them, (hen tre train 
raced for the next place of safety, 
the town of Monteith. Later, the fa- 
ther’s body was found near the spot 
where he had left the children. 

“Mr. Thos. B, Reid, of Toronto, and 
Mr. G. M. McKay, of Ingersoll, un- 
cles of the children, were summering 
at Muskoka, and on reading of tha 
fire hastened to Halleybury and 
took charge of the children, taking 
them to their homes. Mrs, Reid was 
in Winnipeg at the time of the fire. 
She arrived in Halleybury one day 
after the children had been taken to 
Toronto, and immediately followed 
them to that city. Fortunately, the 
rolatives of this family are all in 
good circumstances, so that the chil- 
dren’s future is assured.

UP SCA TRAFFIC WAS TAILED 


London, Feb. 20.—"The Western 
Atlantic, the North Sea and the Me- 
Uiterranean aro not outlaw waters. 
Murder may be committed on them, 
but the attempt to hold up all sea 
traffic thore has not succeoded. It Is 
the task of the western powers and 
thelr allies to vindicate once again 
tho freedom of the seas.” 

This was the reply of Lord Robert 
Cecil, Minisier of Blockade, to the 
question of the Associated Press as to 
whether he could say anything with 
regard to the affects of the new sub- 
maripe warfare 

Lord Robert Gecil then entered in- 
to details, saying: 

“So far, it has had very little ef- 
fect on the on 
country, but it las interfered to some 
extent with trade between neutral na- 
tions. For !nstance, as you know, 
most of the vessels trading from 
Scandinavia and Holland to and from 
America put into the United King- 
dom by agreement in order to avoid 
the trouble and danger of visit and 
search on the high seas. Some of 
theso vessels are reluctant to con- 
tinue this practice, foolishly, we 
think, since the danger of putting in- 
to a United Kingdom port is not ser- 
ious, and the practice is very conven- 
ient for all parties. 

WHERE ITS TERROR LIES 

“The German piracy decreas is not, 
indeed, a bluff; it is far too murder- 
ous for that. But its terror lies not 
in anything like wholesale destruc- 
tion, the actual number of ships sunk 
bearing a yary small proportion to 
those getting through unscathed, but 
in its very uncertainey, its erratic 
strokes, 

“However, wa are very anxious to 
meet the wishes of neutrals in this, 
as In all other matters, even when 
We do not think they are well found- 
ed. We accordingly are arranging in 
certain cases, where we are satisfied 
the vessel concerned is not trading in 
the interests of our enemies, that 
they shall, be examined at some other 
British port, suchas Halifax. 

“This course does not mean the 
abandonment of the right of visit and 
search, which obviously it wouldn’t 
be possible for us to abandon. All it 
means is that we substitute one form 
of exercising that right for another, 
and, in order to make our action 
quite clear, we are declaring at the 
same time that vessels trying to run 
the blockade with goods to or from 
Germany, directly or indirectly, will 
expose themselyes to condemnation 
in a prize court. We are adding that 
if they fail voluntarily to enter a 

British port for examination they 
cannot complain if thefr conduct ex- 
poses them to suspicion and, indeed, 
constitutes a prima facie case that 
they are engaged in enemy trade.

DIET FOR LENT 


The Lenten season always brings 


an increased®demand for fish. Many 
au household hails the change with 
pleasure, but many a housewif 
plains because of the slight variety 
(as she believes) in the preparing 
and especially in serving of this 
food. 


When selecting fish, be sure what 
you choose is firm, not flabby, the 
fins stiff, the gills red and the eyes 
full. If the eyes are sunken it is a 
positive sign that the fish is not fresh 
enough to be wholesome, but as in 
the case of large fish like halibut

Certainly much has been done in 
that time to make the lot of the ar- 
mies more tolerable. Supplies and 
communications have been created;

Flan- 
ders mud is incurable, for you cannot 
raise the level of the whole country, 
or change its soil; but the main roads 
are greatly improved, extended rail- 
ways have relieved much of the old 
pressurefi and most of the troops 
have comfortable winter quarters.

or make it. 

The machine has made want and 
' privation eternally unnecessary, It 

has yangwished that ancient foo of 

mankind—famine. In the lelsure tt 
| has created, It has made ample room 
! for the arts and sciences, for clyliiza- 
| tion and progress. The machine has 
made all this. possible, These things 
are the possibilities of the machine, 
as opportunities, what ii may do. Tho 
increased effectiveness of man-labor 
when aided by the use of muchinery, 
varies from 160 per cent, in sole 
cases to 224.4 per cent. in others. 

Whe result of this machine creation 
is enormous increase in wealth, What 
has given us this new Increase in 
wealth? The increase in population? 
Yes. But machinery ts the basis of it. 
To-day we are richer than we ever 
were before and wealth is increasing. 
It means that we have mastered the 
problem of keeping famine away from 
the door; that we have mastered the 
problem of making enough clothing 
for all, of furnishing shelter for all, of 
producing economically all the things 
that man needs for health and comfort.

HOW TREES ARE WASTED 


Only 40 Por Cent. of Log Is Really 
Used Up 


Forest products rank second among 
the industries of Canada and are 
worth $180,000,000 a year. The im- 
portant uses for wood in Canada are 
for lumber, lathes, shingles, poles, 
railway ties, pulp wood, hard wood 
distillation, cord wood, hemlock 
bark for tunning, etc. etc. In the 
manufacture of lumber about 25 per 
cent. of the tree is left in the forest, 
in the form of stumps, tree tops, 
branches, leaves, etc, while at the 
Baw mill about 35 per cent. more is 
discarded in the form of bark, saw. 
dust, edgings, deal ends, shavings, 
etc. So that under the present con- 
ditions only 36 to 40 per cent. of the 
original tree is Converted Into finish- 
ed lumber or otber useful articles of 
products. |
